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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group A in the reply filed on August 3, 2010 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that WO02/057707 does not 
disclose or suggest each and every limitation of claim 1 , and thus claim 1 indeed 
includes a special technical feature distinguishing the claimed invention over the prior 
art. Applicant's grounds of traversal are hereby acknowledged and found persuasive. 
Thus, the examiner hereby withdraws the restriction requirement mailed on February 3, 
2010. Subsequently, claims 1-36 and 69-71 will be treated on the merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 and 69-71 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Svatek (5140907), Brent et al (7406918), Collinsworth et al 
(7052092), Brent et al (7707939), Cummins (5194689), Evans et al (5413047), and 
Heck, Sr. (6772105). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
independent claims 1, 69, 70, and 71 reads over what is considered to be the closest 
prior art (Brent et al) with regard at least to claim limitations directed to a method of 
blasting rock including (1 ) drilling a plurality of blastholes adjacent to a free face of a 
blastfield, all of the blastholes extending through an upper layer (upper body) of material 
and some of the blastholes extending at least partially into a lower layer (lower body) of 
material such that some of the blastholes are provided with at least a first explosive 
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located at a depth corresponding to the first layer (first body) of material and at least a 
second explosive located at a depth corresponding to the second layer (second body) of 
material, and (2) firing the explosives in a single cycle of drilling, loading, and blasting 
such that the upper layer of material is cast clear of (beyond) the free face of the 
blastfield and the bottom layer is heaved upward without being substantially displaced 
laterally.
